On the basis of yoar memorandum of 2 May. the 
Deputy Director few Intelligence has approved the firflowing 
principles for implementing t he Director^ ins truction to 
increase the control of visits V 


a. Permit ail visits by personnel from 
USIB -member agencies. USIB committees, and 
NRG as under present criteria. 

b. Permit visits by working-level personnel 
from contractors and maintenance personnel as 
under present criteria. 

c. Require DDI or high-level DIA approval 
for all visits by foreigners, by all US personnel 
not included in a and b above, and by personnel 
visiting under the auspicies of a training program. 
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In addition for this category, personnel from 
appropriate finished Intelligence production 
components (e. g. , OSB, OSI, etc.) should 
participate in these briefings to ensure that 
these visitors will receive authoritative all- 
gource answers to their substantive questions. 

2. Please draft a guideline statement to implement 
these principles Us a form suitable for your needs. The 
Deputy Director for Intelligence would like to review this 
statement and discuss it with General Carroll before it is 
issued.
